The information disclosure statement filed on 8/30/2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. The examiner can't locate RO 
C99-00214 also the examiner is at a loss how the present application being examined 
can be considered as a prior art. 

Claims Objection 

The claims are objected to because the lines are (not numbered) and A crowded 
too closely together, making reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute 
claims with lines one and one-half or double spaced on good quality paper are required. 
See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
5. Claims 5-8 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

6. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and/or idiomatic errors. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 8/30/2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: see page 5-page 6 and 
page 10. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

2. The reply filed on 8/30/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because: it neither cures or respond the problems associated with a 1 1 2 second 
paragraph, the claims are very difficult to understand. 

Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this 
application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains 
an extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a). 

The date on which the petition under 37 CFR 1.136(a) and the appropriate 
extension fee have been filed is the date for purposes of determining the period of 
extension and the corresponding amount of the fee.
